The sum total of his speech 
yrSa a wholeBale accusation of merco- 
narjr motiTes against the Opposition . 
That from Beavenl The Premier 
spoke last; but . his speech was nut 
sueh as one bad a right to expect from 
the First Minister. It was long enough 
and loud enough; but three-fourths oi 
it was nothing more than a personal 
attack on members of the Opuosition 
— at all times uudignified onjihe part 
of a Minister. The other fourth wai- 
made up of such sophistry nuci special 
pleading in defence of his missiou and 
its results, as ono miglit expect from u 
lawyer with a bud cause in liiind. Twt. 
mombera only of the Siieut Brigade 
broke silence; but they only made a 
Tery miserable attempt to justify them- 
selves for doing what both they and 
their constituents know to bo wroii;,', 
have openly pronounced to be wrong —

•d to find the senior members for Vic- 
toria and Esquimau respectively giv- 
ing a silent vote against the very prin- 
ciples tbey were foremost in uphold- 
ing K year ago — in direct violation, in 
fact, of the Resolution moved by the 
latter and unanimously adopted bv 
House, lait session.

• of public moniea to which neither con- 
stitution nor justice entitle him, and 
assuredly without the remotest idea of 
ever entering the House a^^ain, he was 
expootod to support the Govern mei.t 
throught thick and thin; and expec 
tation has not been disappointed.

Our Btock- 
raieern were compelled to pay a tax, and 
the foreign drovers carao iu with their 
miasrabla wretches, fattened them in onr 
fertile TalleySj sold tho stock for cash and 
olo«r«d out without paying any tax. Ho 
hoped tho GoTornment would do some- 
thing for tho furmura in tho interior, for 
they were pretty well used up. 

Mr. Robinson soeonded.

Tlie Hon. Mr. Walkom nnsworod thai 
beyond the right to apply for and obtain 
his credentials to England bo had no 
ofllcial status nt Ottawa, nor bad ho an\ 
authority, direct or indirect, from the 
Provincial Government to make or receive 
any proposals ou the above matter. 

Mr. Holb.-ook asked tha Honorable the 
Chief Commissioner of Lands and Works 
tho following question: 

Have the Land, lliiildings,Governmoni 
House, and Grounds situated at the 
Camp near New Westminster been trans- 
ferred to the Dominion Government;and 
if HO, about the timo suoh transfer wsb 
made? 

i'no hon. Chief Commissioner replied 
that thero was no record of any formal 
transfer of land at the Camp to tho Do 
minion Governmont; but ho believed 
about 77 aoroi wore|surveyed off for Pen 
itontiary purposes aud of course a formal 
transfer of any reasonable qunnt'ty ol 
land fur that purpose would bo made 
wherever the Dominion Governmont re 
qoiroil it. Tlia present buildings at the 
Camp are of courso I'r.ivineial property 

Mr. Holbrook askud tho Honorable th' 
.attorney General tho following question : 

Has tha Governmont received informa- 
tion of tho ditficulties to transit of guod^ 
and loss our merohauts have suataiuod ai 
Fort Wrangol, mouth of Stiekeen River, 
during the past season, wheu engaged in 
cominercu between this jilaco and Cas- 
siar, and in transporting goods up the 
Stickuon River, and if ho, wliytlier repre 
nentatiouH have been made to the Doinin 
ion Government asking them to luake 
such arrangement with tho United 
States Government, so as to enable oui 
moreliants to receive tho samo cominer 
oial facilities at Fort Wr.uigol they do in 
other [lorts of tho United States, and 
that all impediments to the free nnviga 
tion of ihe Stiukeen be removed ? 

The hon. Mr. Walkem replied as fol- 
lows: As far as I am aware none but ver- 
bal repre-'ontations have been received 
by tho Govornmeiit. I informally and at 
the request of the Provincial Secretary 
brouglit tho matter of tho Alaska Bonn 
dary iieforo tho D.uniiiion Minister of 
Public Works, who luithorized mo to say 
that active stops had beou taken to settte 
the question. 

Mr. Brown asked upon what gronnd 
and by whose authority tho Toll is col 
looted on Spenco's Bridge at Thompson 
Rivor, and if it is tho intention of the 
Government to pursue tlio collection of 
said Toll, and if so, for how long? 

Tho hon. Chief Commis-ii.jnor replied 
that tho tolls alludod to were oolleolo 1 
under tho authority of tho Thompson 
Bridge Ordinance, 18G3, which makes it 
imperative that tlio money ari.stng from 
tho said bridge, less thecostof collection, 
sliall bo accounted for as part of tho pub- 
lic revcnno. He was unablo to say whe 
thor that authority will bo rosoindod or 
not. but the subject is under considera- 
tion. 

COWlCHANnoAD. 

Mr. Semlin asked wliy was the work of 
construction of the road across Cowichao 
Flats suddenly abandoned when so near 
complotion.ttud during weather favorable 

to tho prosecution af the work; and is it 
inteuded oventuallv to liiiish tha road, 
according to the original i)lanB and 8[)0- 
citications?
